CHICAGO’S PUBLIC TRANSIT IS

Chicago’s public transit ranks sixth among the 
nation’s big cities, chasing metropolises such as 
Washington, D.C., Boston and, yes, New York, 
according to a Top ro list released last week. 

The 2016 Transit Score, by Redfin-owned Walk 
Score, examines just how accessible public transit is 
in a given city. An algorithm is used to calculate the 
score—with multiple factors in play, including how 
far a person would have to travel from their home 
to get to the nearest transit stop; the frequency, in 
the case of Chicago, a bus or train arrives at a par- 
ticular station or stop; and the variety of public 
transit available (bus, train, ferry, etc.). 

While New York ranked No. 1 with a score of 
just over 84, Chicago was just under 65, about the 
same as last year. 

It didn’t hurt that New York expanded one of its 
train lines back in September—the first such exten- 
sion of the subway system there in 26 years. 

Acity with a transit score between 50 and 69 has 
“good” transit, while a score of 70 to 89 would be 
considered “great.” Anything 90 to 100 would be a 
“rider’s paradise,” according to Walk Score, which 
rates a community's walkability, bikeability and 
public transit options. 

Indeed, none of the big cities (00,000-plus) in 
the Top 10 list scored high enough to be considered 
a “paradise.” 

Walk Score doesn’t just rate cities as a whole, it 
also rates smaller communities within cities. For 
example, the Loop is seen as highly accessible, 
garnering a score of 99.1. But some neighborhoods 
on the Far South and Southeast sides don’t have as

many public transit optiions, lowering Chicago’s 
overall score, according to a Redfin spokesperson. 

Joe Schwieterman, director of the Chaddick In- 
stitute for Metropolitan Development at DePaul 
University, said that Chicago is hurt by its Mid- 
western development pattern, which leaves parts 
of the city in transit deserts where a person may 
have to walk well over a mile to get to the nearest 
transit corridor. 

“When we get beyond 3 to 4 miles out of down-

town in some neighborhoods, we only have a few 
public transit options, like a bus running every 
10-15 minutes, which really isn’t very good,” Schwi- 
eterman said. “Chicago has never invested in light 
rail or street cars like many other cities, so we miss 
alot of places that aren’t reachable by rapid transit, 
commuter rail or bus.” 

So can we improve our transit score? 

That remains to be seen. 

The CTA has plans to extend the Red Line Dan 
Ryan branch 5.3 miles and streamline transit service 
between the Far South Side and downtown. But no 
time frame has been set to start and complete the 
project. 

A spokesman for the transit agency wasn’t so 
sure about the Walk Score rankings. 

“We disagreed with Walk Score’s methodology 
putting twice as much numeric weight behind rail 
service in its calculations. We know from our CTA 
customers that bus service is just as important as 
rail service and shouldn't be weighted any differ- 
ently,” CTA spokesman Jeff Tolman said. “The 
CTA provides 82 percent of the transit rides for 
the Chicago region and its 35 surrounding commu- 
nities, which equates to about a half billion rides 
per year. Under Mayor Emanuel, we’ve taken on 
$5 billion of investments to help modernize our rail 
and bus fleets, and will continue to invest to ensure 
customer satisfaction.” 

The CTA follows an industry standard with 
buses and trains arriving at stops no more than 
30 minutes apart and no person having to walk more 
than a half-mile to reach public transit, according to

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NAVIGATING THE SEASON OF PARTIES CAN BE TRICKY FOR RECOVERING ADDICTS

While some people stress about what 
they'll wear to a New Year’s soirée or 
about burning the appetizers for their 
Christmas bash, recovering alcoholics 
must put their sobriety above all else 
during the holiday party season. 
They’re worried about how to polite- 
ly decline your offer of spiked eggnog, 
or whether they want to share news of 
their recovery and sobriety with friends 
and family they haven't seen in years. 
For those who have been sober a long 
time, this may not be so difficult, but for 
many recovering addicts, especially those 
who are newly in recovery, the holidays 
can be a trigger into relapse, experts say. 
“It’s funny because once you get 
through a few holidays sober, saying ‘no’ 
to people isn’t such a big deal,” said Sean 
Scanlon of Logan Square, a 43-year-old 
recovering alcohol and drug addict who 
has been clean and sober for 11 years. 
“When I was newly sober, I constantly 
worried what people would think of 
me. There was a lot more stress and 
nervousness back then.” 
Liz Russo, a 37-year-old Pennsylvanian 
who has written about her recovery for 
RedEye, said the hardest part of saying no 


to people who offer her alcohol is trying 
not to make them feel uncomfortable. 

“When you decline someone offer- 
ing you something, they want to know 
why. You tell them, then they feel bad 
for asking, and then they avoid you the 
whole party,” said Russo, who has been 
sober for four years. “I just don’t want to 
be treated differently because I choose 
not to drink alcohol. But, it 
happens. It comes with the 
territory.”

Peer pressure can play a large role. 
For anyone who’s not a recovering ad- 
dict, it can be easy to make light of 
someone’s sobriety and pressure them 
to put it on the shelf for a night. For 
some, a longtime friend’s sobriety may 
be a mirror they don’t want to look into. 

“I definitely think peer 
pressure is a big thing. Once

“For a recovering alcoholic, there’s a 
need to feel like they’re part of the spirit 
of the holiday, which oftentimes includes 
alcohol consumption,” Young said. 

“If you toast with a sparkling ci- 
der instead of champagne, does any- 
one need to know that you don’t have 
champagne?” Young added. “In recov- 
ery treatment, we try to shift a person’s 


to peer pressure because of her im- 
mense love for her newly sober life. 
“Being ‘tested’ in social situations will 
strengthen your recovery if you are de- 
termined and have your priorities in or- 
der,” Russo said. “I’ve learned I can still 
have plenty of fun and be likable without 
the social lubrication. You don’t need 
people’s acceptance or approval, you just 


have to remain true to yourself.” 

David Cohen, a recovering heroin 
addict (19 years clean and sober) and 
licensed clinical social worker and cer- 
tified alcohol and drug counselor in 
Chicago, said that above all else, people 
in recovery need to take care of them- 
selves during the holidays. 

“The holiday season is about having 
fun, but more important it’s about love, 
intimacy, spirituality, sharing, caring 
and belonging. You can do that without 
using. You can do that with sobriety. 
Keep to the value of the holiday,” Co- 
hen said. “The best gift a person can of- 
fer their family is the gift of sobriety.” 

If youre struggling with alcohol de- 
pendence, there are many addiction 
treatment centers in Chicago you can 
reach out to. Scanlon said getting into a 
good community of other sober people 
changed the way he spends his holidays. 

“T’ve had more fun—more real fun— 
and I laugh so much more sober than 
I ever did when I was drinking. It just 


feels good in your heart,” Scanlon said.

BLACKHAWKS ROOKIE 
ARTEMIPANARIN 
DELIVERING BIG TIME 


Artemi Panarin’s nickname suggest he’s fully 
baked as an NHL player, and his production 
hints at the same. 

Entering Tuesday, the Blackhawks forward 
led all rookies in points (27) and assists (18). 
The 24-year-old has played on a line with Pat- 
rick Kane, and their combined success has 
been no coincidence. 

“T have been so impressed watching Artemi 
play, at such a young age to have the confi- 
dence and the puck control and the knowl- 
edge of the game and have the guts to play it 
the way that he does,” former Blackhawk and 
current NBC Sports analyst Jeremy Roenick 
said. 

Through translator and fellow Russian 
Viktor Tikhonoy, Panarin acknowledged the 
team-given nickname “Breadman,” a play on 
his name sounding like Panera. 

“T don’t really care; no particular feelings 
about it,” he said. 

That said, he’d be open to a partnership 
with the restaurant chain. 

“Tt} would be cool for both of us,” Panarin 
said. “I was there once and had a cup of tea. 
I’ve seen the fans’ memes of me there.” 

Kane isn’t the only who’s benefited from 
Panarin’s rise. Hawks rookie Tanner Kero got 
an assist from him on his first NHL goal last 
month. 

“I just remember trying to find that space in 
front of the net, and we were kind of just work- 
ing around, and Panarin had the puck on the 
wall and I felt like I had some time in front,” 


Marian Hossa and Toews. The Finland native 
also scored two goals in the 2015 Stanley Cup 
Final against Tampa Bay. 

Defenseman Trevor van Riemsdyk, 24, 
spent an overwhelming majority of last sea- 
son (his first in the NHL) with a lower-body 
injury before rejoining the team during the 
Stanley Cup Final. Van Riemsdyk echoes 
Kero’s experience with the veterans helping 
young guys get acclimated to the league. 

‘All the guys are such great teammates 
as well as great players,” van Riemsdyk 
said. “Off the ice they’re some of the nicest 
guys I’ve ever met. Obviously they've been 
through so much they have a world of know!l- 
edge to give you.” 

Playing on the same line as Kane, Russian 
rookie sensation Artemi Panarin has had an 
explosive debut. He could eventually be in 
line for the Calder Trophy, awarded to the 
NHUs top rookie.

Kero said. “{I] didn’t really feel anyone on me, 
and you can see he saw me open, just kind of 
threw it in front of the net. I just tried to make 
alittle play and open him [the goalie] up.

“He’s a fun guy,” said Tikhonov, who is now 
with Arizona after being claimed off waiv- 
ers recently. “...

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SKYLAR SPENCE | BRUCE SPRINGSTEEN’S ‘BORN TO RUN’ 


Listening to Skylar 
Spence’s album “Prom 
King,” it’s clear that 
the 22-year-old singer- 


songwriter (real name: 
Ryan DeRobertis) is a 
devout student of pop 
Terry music. The record is a 
f glitchy and ebullient 
» jterry@redeye : 
chicago.com collection of bouncy 
piajoshitterry, electro-pop that looks 
back to golden eras of 


funk, house and disco while remaining firmly 
of-the-moment. There’s so much happening 
throughout its 11 tracks. 

What I’m trying to say here is that Skylar 
Spence does not sound at all like Bruce 
Springsteen. With that in mind, it’s not ter- 
ribly surprising that DeRobertis has never 
heard “Born to Run,” the Boss’ classic third 
album from 1975, in full. “I’m not too sure 
I’m going to like this one,” he admitted. “I’ve 
tried listening to Bruce Springsteen. There 
are a few songs from him that really get me 
from his early stuff, like his debut album 
‘Greetings from Asbury Park, N,J.’ I’ve given 
the big hits a chance and tried ‘Nebraska,’ 
and it was not my cup of tea.” 

We listened to “Born to Run” backstage 
at Schubas before Skylar Spence’s headlin- 
ing set. Read DeRobertis’ instant reactions 
to some songs below, and get his full take at 
redeyechicago.com. 


1. “Thunder Road” 

Josh: What do you think of this one? 

Ryan: I’m somebody who needs to spend 
alittle bit of attention to look at lyricism 
and stuff like that. If I’m there, it might hit 
me like a freight train, but musically this is 
definitely not the stuff I was raised on. 
Josh: Totally. And Springsteen is the artist 
that you need to hear the lyrics. What were 
you raised on? 

Ryan: All new wave and synth-pop, like 
Depeche Mode. 

Josh: Did you have a preconceived notion of 
Bruce Springsteen growing up? 

Ryan: My dad hates Bruce Springsteen 
because of how big “Born in the US.A.” was 
when the time new wave was happening — 
Duran Duran was putting “The Wild Boys” 
out at the time. That was the stuff he was 
more drawn to, and so am I. 

Josh: Do you think Springsteen was viewed 
as an’80s Nickelback around that time for 


some fans of new wave, like your dad? 
Ryan: I wonder. 


5. “Born to Run” 

Ryan: I was “meh” on “Backstreets,” but this 
one will totally get you going. 

Josh: This song is more fun, though. You 
hear this song for the first time, you feel like 
you're a New Jersey kid trying to skip town. 
Ryan: My deal is the earliest memory I have 
of Bruce Springsteen is his cover of “Santa 
Claus is Coming to Town,” so when you hear 
this it’s kind of like he’s doing that hokey 
pokey Christmas music with the bells. I 
think that ruined it for me. 


6. “She’s the One” 

Josh: It’s interesting because Springsteen 
wrote “Born to Run” when he was just 24, 
which isn’t so interesting because you were 
how old when you wrote “Prom King”? 
Ryan: I was 21. I don’t know, man. It’s hard 
for me to picture this song being a youth 
statement. In 2015, we’re so far removed 
from this kind of music that it doesn’t sound 
like a 24-year-old made this. 

Josh: It certainly doesn’t. 

Ryan: There’s something here that doesn’t 
jive with me. I can’t really put my finger on 
it. I think having the musical background 
where my first contextualization of hearing 


the saxophone was in a George Michael song 
rather than this. Where hearing this you 
could think it’s kind of hokey. I’m sure some- 
one raised on Springsteen hearing George 
Michael sax would think, “Are you kidding 
me?” It’s two different schools of thought 
approaching music, and there’s not much 
middle ground. 

Josh: That’s really interesting to hear. 


7. “Meeting Across the River” 

Ryan: This right here, though. This is the song 
I’ve most compositionally enjoyed so far. 
Josh: This is called “Meeting Across the River.” 
This is where the album slows down a little bit. 
Ryan: Hmm. It’s one of those sine curves, 
you know? I definitely enjoy it musically. It’s 
pulling me two different ways when he starts 
singing, though. If we have a big lyric book 
out to follow along, I’d be more into it. 

Josh: Especially with a writer like Springs- 
teen. When I interviewed Split Single’s Jason 
Narducy, who’s never heard Bob Dylan’s 
“Highway 61 Revisited,” it was the same 
problem: If you’re not paying close enough 
attention to the lyrics, you'll be missing out. 
Ryan: Yeah, exactly! Whether you like it or 
not, the lyrics are worth checking out. I have 
the same opinions about Dylan, where there 
are songs that totally move me and some that 
don’t. I remember listening to “Blood on the

Tracks” with a friend and loving “Tangled Up 
in Blue,” and then for the rest of the album 
we're thinking, “OK, he’s done four verses, 
where is this one going?” 

Josh: It’s very linear songwriting. 

Ryan: It’s a trip. It requires a different kind 
of appreciation. 


Final verdict: “I was one of those kids really 
into [the website} Rate Your Music and want- 
ed to digest all the music that was rated as the 
greatest of all time because I thought it would 
make me a better musician,” DeRobertis 
explained. “With some records like the Velvet 
Underground and Nico, I remember thinking 
‘What is this?’ and then it just clicked.” 

It’s safe to say “Born to Run” did not in- 
stantly click, as he said, “Some albums demand 
more attention and time.” “My taste in music 
tends to go a little jazzier, so the straightfor- 
wardness of this record is a little jarring to 
me, which is why I’m more of a fan of his first 
album. I enjoy the songwriting. ... It’s not like 
people were doing this, though, at the time.” 

“T’d rate this album a2 or a 214,” he said, 
using the RedEye 4-star system. “Someone is 
going to kick my ass for saying that.” DeR- 
obertis knows that this'll be a controversial 
opinion, saying, “I can picture myself breaking 
someone’s heart and saying that this is a drink- 
alone-at-the-bar kind of record.”

Need a system for wrapping rectangular box- 
es? Here’s one of the best: simple, beautiful, 
even kind of eco-friendly. You'll save paper 
and ribbon with these directions from Wanda 
Wen, author of “The Art of Gift Wrapping: 50 
Innovative Ideas Using Organic, Unique, and 
Uncommon Materials.” 

The cornerstone of her technique: accu- 
rately sized paper, eliminating the gaping and 
clumping that torment amateur wrappers. 
The flourish is a ribbon that looks clean and 
classic, yet goes on without an inch of waste 
and comes off with a single pull. 

You wrap the box with ribbon without cut- 
ting it until you’re done, ensuring “that you’re 
not cutting a piece of ribbon that’s too long or 
too short,” Wen said, “because that’s another 
pet peeve of people, especially if you’re using 
expensive ribbon.” 


1. Put the box down on the gift wrap. Cut a 
rectangle of paper large enough to comfort- 
ably wrap the present. 


2. Trim the width of the paper: Place the rect- 
angle of paper on the table; put the gift on top. 
Loosely wrap the paper around the box’s width 
and depth and add 2 inches of overlap; trim. 


3. Trim the length of the paper: Now place 
the box on the bottom edge of the rectangle of 
paper. Stand the box on its end and then push 
it down and away from you to measure out the 
length and depth. Again, factor in another 

2 inches of overlap; trim. 


4. Put the box, bottom up, in the middle of 
the paper. 


5. Wrap the width: Bring one side of the paper 
up and, using double-stick tape, affix it to the 
box. Take the other edge of the paper, fold it in 
about 4 inch (to hide the raw edge) and affix it 
with the tape to the top of the box. The seam 
should be in the middle, with no raw edges and 
no visible tape. 


6. Finish ends: Press the paper in toward the 
box on both the left and the right, forming 
sharp diagonal creases on the top flap. Tape 
the top flap to the box. Now form the same 
sharp creases on the bottom end, but before 
taping this end to the box, fold in the raw edge 
about 4 inch to create a perfect edge. Tape to 
the box. 


7. Gently using your fingertips, create sharp 
creases along the edges of the box. 


8. Now the bow: Don't cut ribbon off the spool. 
Take the loose end and pull out a length suffi- 
cient for one of the bow loops and a tail—about 
10 inches total. Take that 10-inch length and 
anchor it at the center of the box, with the 
loose end dangling off the left side. 


9. Holding the spool with your right hand on 
the right side of the box, and the 10-inch tail 
secured with your left hand, wrap the ribbon 
around the width of the box one time, come 
back to the center, and hold the ribbon with 
your left hand; now turn the spool end down 
toward the bottom of the box and wrap the 
length of the box. 


10. Bring the spool end of the ribbon back to 
the middle of the box, and hold the ribbon with 
your left hand. Use your right hand to cut 
another 10-inch tail. 


11. Bring the new tail down to the bottom left 
corner of the box and thread it back under the 
intersection of ribbons at the center. Tie a bow.
